2. Claims 16-19 have been canceled. 

3. Mclntyre is cited as showing an outrigger having a base end arm attached thereto that can be 
freely raised and laid, an intermediate arm that can be freely raised and laid and a leading end arm sliding 
within the intermediate arm, but the base does not rotate nor is it mounted on a crawler frame. Schillinger 
et al shows outriggers with a horizontally rotating attaching member and telescoping end members, but 
there are no raised or lowered portions and the vehicle frame is not a crawler frame. Frommelt et al 
shows four outriggers on crawler crane which rotate horizontally and have telescopic portions, but do not 
have raised and laid portions. Guinot shows a crawler crane with two outriggers which each raise and 
lower as a unit. Merritt shows a crawler vehicle with four outriggers fixed outriggers. Lauber shows 
related wheeled outriggers as to be devoid of any other vehicular type frame. Harders shows a crawler 
vehicle with load sensors at the crawlers. Kishi, Abel and Petzold et al show outriggers with load cell 
arrangements.
